COMMERCIAL REPRESENTATION 
IN-'THE FAR EAST. 


The following is from Commercial In- 
telligence:— A. paragraph which wo recontly 
published dealing with the representation of 
Britith firms in the Far East stems to have 
creatid 9 ood deal: of interest among our 
readers, and we bave roceived saveral letters on 
the subject thut seem to us to make it desirable 
for us to return to the matter, Tho plain fuet 
is) British manufacturers are by mo means 
satisfied with the mothods adopted by their 
agents ubroad, und if they are transferring 
their egoncies fram British to Germon firms it 
in only becwuse they have grown sick of the 
former's inattontion to business, This is. 
strong indiclment, bat in the light of the 
correspondence that Lex before us it is, we 
belinve, amply justified, Moreover, these lettors 
only sorva 10 vinphasiso what we have onrgel yes. 
deen told again and again by travellers retura- 
ing from the Far East. 

“Wo have been, represonted in China by o 
Britieh firm,” writes one of our correspondents, 
“but our interests were so hopolessly mismun- 
aged that the agoncy had to be euncelled, In 
the samo way, Messrs, --— had reoently to 
enncel their) agincy, ond some timo ag» 
Measrs, had to transfer their agency from 
a British toa Gorman firm.” 

‘The above is fairly convincing, for both the 
firms mentioned are among the greatest, in (he 


world; but here is anothor passage from a letter |" 


before us: * 

“] know a easo where a firm on this sido 
offred ta spend £12,000 on inodels, ete., if only 
the agents would atir themselves.” 

We turn fo our own correspondent’s letter, 
published by us on Jannary 24, and we read -— 

“The ayorage morchant in Shanghai ix quite 
content to sit down and wait for the business to 
walk in, whereas tho Germans seek it. and 
esiablish branches in the principal business 
centres, Gther points on which tbo Gorman 
in China beata the British are application and 
temperance. The Gorman comes to China for 
Insiness, and does ‘pot make a fetish of sport, 
nor docs he think it necessary to close his office 
m twelve to tivo for the purposa of 
the club bar drinkivg cocktails, 
Tr needs u good doal of argument to prove that 
five or six cocktails in the middle of the day are 
conducive to business, yet this appears to be the 
aversge all over Chins and Japan. Nor is. it a 
credituble state of affairs when a'elub can boast 
of having sold w million doclctails in a year, and. 
that in's business community the total foreign 
population of which is 11,000, including Asiatics 
other than Chinese,” 

There we have the whole thing in a natshell, 
and it iacasy to roid batween the -Linos and 
arrive at a very fair estimate of what is the 
averago Briton in the Far Kast. Exactly the 
same charge has been brought against the 
sume class ever ince the eurly days of the 
old East Indian Company, and so far “28 
evidence ean go it would bo diffeult to find 
a Dotter substantiated case, When British 
manufacturers were supreme and British goods 
practically the ouly foreign commodities enter, 
ing into compotition with the native, it muttored 
very Jitthi to anyone but himself that the British 
agent abroud was: lazy and dissolute. Now 
the position bas changed, The sport-loving, 
eocktail-drinking loafer is hupelesly out of it 
whon he comes into competition with the 
persevering German aud, the keen Yankee, and 
British trado at home suffers from the in- 
efficiency of its representation abroad. We are 
well aware that there must be black sheep in every 
flock. The trouble is, in the present. case, that 
they are so numerous thut they serve to hide the 
white ones, Probably the best remedy ‘where 
the business is of sufficient extent to warrant the 
outlay is foro firm to send abroad its own 
representative. Where this is impossible the 
practice of a number of firms unitins to koop a 
representative abroad to look after their uuited 
interests in cortain markets is one that has 
much ie commend it and is coming into in- 
creasing favour. But we doploce the practice of 
émploying German firms 48 ayents. Though 
immediately it may be ruccessful, wo do not 
believe that in tho long ran it will provo 
adyaptageous, nor is it very creditable either to 
British commerce or onr national prestige.

‘That Indo-China is a colony ina state of great 
progress is evident to all who are intorosted in 
this country, though exactly: how great is ita 
progress, and at what cost to the home Govern- 
ment it is brought about, is not easy to gather, 
owing to the difloulty of obtaining accurate 
atatistics—Mr, G. W. Pearson, assistant British 
Consul, in a report.on tho trade of Indo-China 
Fublished by the Foreiga Office Inst month

Tha dovelopment of a stretch of tercitory of 
auch extent, with natural difficaltios, must 
necessitate immease expoen?‘ture and lovour,
